BE APPROVED ASAP. COUVRETTE SAID HIS INSTRUCTIONS WERE TO 
INFORM BOUTROS THAT CANADA SUPPORTED UNEF FOR SOUTH LEBANON 
AND WOULD BE PREPARED TO CONTRIBUTE TROOPS FOR SUCH A FORCE. 

3. UK AMBASSADOR WAKEFIELD SAID HE HAD JUST RECEIVED A COPY 

OF URQUHART'S REPORT ON PROPOSED UNEF FOR SOUTH LEBANON, WHICH 
CALLED FOR A FORCE OF ABOUT 3,000 TROOPS PLUS 500 SUPPORT 
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PERSONNEL TO HANDLE LOGISTICS. (APPARENTLY LARGER FIGURE OF 
13,000 WAS RESULT OF CONFESION BETWEEN BRIGADES AND 
BATTALIONS). WAKEFIELD SAID UK MAY BE ASKED TO PROVIDE 
LOGISTICS PERSONNEL BUT NOT RPT NOT TROOPS. (HE IS PLEASED 
WITH THIS COMPROMISE BECAUSE HE HAD BEEN UNEASY WITH IDEA 
OF DIRECT PARTICIPATION BY UK TROOPS, GIVEN UK 'HISTORICAL 
RELATIONSHIP" TO PALESTINIAN PROBLEM). WAKEFIELD SAID 
LATEST UN ESTIMATE WAS THAT IT MIGHT TAKE A WEEK TO GET 
UNEF IN PLACE, ALTHOUGH SOME PRELIMINARY MOVES HAD BEEN 
MADE TO GET A UNEF HQS. FOR LEBANON ORGANIZED. WAKEFIELD 
WAS CONFIDENT THAT US SPONSORED DRAFT RESOUTION WOULD BE 
APPROVED BY UNSC TODAY. 

4. WAKEFIELD ALSO RAISED QUESTION OF WHO WOULD POLICE 
PALESTINIANS IN THE GAP BETWEEN THE CORDON SANITAIRE ALONG 
THE BORDER AND THE ADF FORCES. WOULD ISRAELIS AGREE TO 
PERMIT SOME ELEMENTS OF ADF TO ADVANCE TO NORTHERN EDGE 
OF CORDON SANITAIRE FOR THIS PURPOSE? WOULD UNEF BE 
AUTHORIZED TO MOVE IN? WE ALL AGREED THAT THIS WILL BE KEY 
PROBLEM IN COMING DAYS.
